According to a acne sm of the 
Manchester, Guardian who was in Tiflis 
recently, Lenin has addressed a notable 
communication to the Communists of 
Armenia, Azerbaijan, Daghestan, Georgia, 
and that most obscure of all nations, the 
Mountain Republic. These five littie 
States constitute the Caucasian Soviet 
Republics, and Lenin's Note to their 
leaders contains some very sound advice. 
He appeals, in the first place, for close 
union among them, and urges them, in 
moulding their future destinies, to be 
guided by Russia’s mistakes, The Cau- 
casian Republics, he says, are in a very 
different position from that of Soviet 
Russia, and the tactics which he and his 
colleagues adopted in their struggle again~t 
civilisation must be modified judiciously to 
cope with changed and still changing con- 
ditions. Russia was forced to fight a lone 
hand; her army now is at the disposal oí 
the new States. Armenia, Georgia, and 
the rest have nothing to fear from foreign 
invasion or subsidised counter-revolutions. 
Their battles have been fought for them 
and now they must begin their work of 
constructive Socialism in earnest. “The 
first breach in the world’s capitalism,”’ 
says Lenin, ' has been made. That breach 
is open. . . You have only to utilise 
the nety and favourable international 
situation. . . Do not copy our tactics, 
but independenily weich the causes, con- 
sequences, peculiar conditions, and re- 
sults.’’ 

Up to this point the old Lenin—a little 
wiser, perhaps, but still the Bolshevik par 
erocllence-——has been speaking. Now the 
new statesman unburdens his mind Let

America's ambition to possess a great 
mercantile marrne hag been fulfilled; but 
neither the Government nor the taxpayer 
is pleased. They dreamt of ships that 
would ply the seven seas and capture the 
world’s carrying trade, and, instead, they 
have got some hundreds of vessels rusting 
in their harbours. According to Mr. Albert 
Lasker, who has just assumed his new 
duties as Chief of the United States 
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intends to scrap the wooden ships and to 
sell as many as posible of the stee] vessels 
to private owners. “Hé does not take an 
optimistic view of the outlook ; but he 
believes that, in the course of time, the 
American mercantile marine will be a 
profitable undertaking. British ship- 
owners never have taken the threat of 
intensive competition from America too 
seriously.* They knew the circumstances 
in which the American tonnage was trebled 
and predicted a financial crash. Without 
the Government subsidy an Amerian owner 
could not afford to run his vessels to-lay, 
and subsidies cannot be paid for an indefi- 
nite period. As we pointed out last week, 
the strength of British companies lies in 
their knowledge and experience of the 
business. and in ihe efficiency their 
Under normal conditions the 
Americans could not hope to defeat them 
in a freight war.
